The Coroner's jury at Danville, 
which tried George A Lawhorn for 
the killing of Walter Jones, exoner- 
ated Lawhorn as it developed that 
Lawhorn killed .lones without seeing 
him. When Lawhorn appeared at the 
front door, Jonet stepped through 
the dining room into the kitchen, 
which was dark. Lawhorn started for 
the kitchen for a drink of water, not 
kgjpwing .lones was in the house. As 
Lawhorn reached the kitchen door, 
Jones is said to have told him to 
stuiid buck, and then fired. Lawhorn 
fired five shots, ali of wind, hit Jones, 
i* was ascertained by the jury. Law- 
•hpro-did not know that he hud even 
hit Jones until neighbors came in 
and a light was turned on in the 
kftAten. The body of Jones was taken 
to Somerset for burial. Lawhorn is 
in the Danville hopital and will re- 
cover. The verdict of the coroner's 
juny was that Lawhorn killed Jones 
and that he acted in self-defense.

Latest War News 

The Gorman advance in Rumania 
has apparently been brought to a 
Standstill through the heavy re-en- 
forcements brought up by the Rus- 
sians and Rumanians. The reports 
from Berlin tell of only two suc- 
cesses. On the other hand, the Ru- 
manians put down a German attack 
south of Monestar-Kachinui on the 
Kasino River. and southwest of 
Pralea surrounded a German posi- 
tion and captured a large numbe- of 
men and four machine guns. The 
Russians are shelling the towns of 
Tultoha and Izakcha, across the 
Danube in Dobrudja. 

The British in France have ex- 
tended further their gains of Wed- 
nesday, near lieaueourt-Sur-Ancre. 
The French and Germans in the Vos- 
gos Mountains, in Lorraine and near 
Soissons, are engaged in artillery 
duels which are described by the 
French War Office as being of "a 
rather serious character." 

A German commerce raider has 

been working havoc in the Atlantic 
Ocean on Entente Allied shipping. 
Between the Azores Islands and the 
South American coast during the pe- 
riod from December 12 to January 
10 at least thirteen vessels — ten 
British steamers, a Japanese steamer 
and two French sailing craft- were 
captured by the raider and it is pre- 
sumed that most of them were sunk. 
Thirteen Americans are among the 
survivors. 

The British Admiralty assumes 
that eight of the British steamers 
and the two French sailing ships, all 
of them long overdue and some of 
them known to have been loaded 
with arms, ammunition, horses and 
other war supplies for the Entente 
Allies, have been sunk by the raider. 

The German lines are being hard 
hit in France, the British making de- 
oided gains in places. Canadian 
troops made a brilliant raid on Ger- 
man trenches, demolishing them and 
taking 700 Germans as prisoners. 
The Russians have recaptured a vil- 
lage recently lost and are 
ing an aggressive offensive.

"I hope before the end of my ad- 
ministration to see hoj; cholera erad- 
icated from Kentucky," declared 
Commissioner of Agriculture Mat S. 
Cohen, chairman of the State Live 
Stock Sanitary Board last week after 
a conference of the board with rep- 
resentatives of the Federal Bureau 
of Animal Industary in regard to co- 
operative efforts for the control of 
all contagious diseases among ani- 
mals. Especial efforts are now being 
made for the eradication of hog 
cholera, which cost the agricultural 
industry of the state 12,000,001 ill 
11112. and Commissioner Cohen said 
they agreed, on a plan of work which 
ho believes will bo effective. It has to 
be sent to Washington for approval. 
Since 10 1| hog cholera has boon re- 
duced about half, principally due to 
the rigid inspection and disinfecting 
of stock cars during the fight against 
foot ami mouth disease. The Kentucky 
department endeavored to continue 
the practice, but could not get the 
co-operation of the Government and

Feed The Quail 

People In The Country Are Urged 
During Snowy Weather 



District Game Warden Sam J. 
Embry has been phoning all over the 
four counties of his district, Lincoln 
Casey, Boyle and .Mercer, request it 
the farmers to throw out feed for the 
quail, which will die by thousan l 
during the heavy snow unless tb y 
are fed. Thousands of birds WO 
lieved to have already perished (lur- 
ing the recent cold spells and unless 
the people in the rural districts eon- 
tribute to their maintenance only u 
few will survive the winter. Many 
sportsmen are engaged in an effort to 
induce the farmers to scatter grain 
abundantly to preserve the quail and 
other birds, as they will be practical- 
ly without food as long as the snow 
lies on the ground and those that do 
not die of cold will perish through 
starvation. A little grain scattered in 
hollow places on top of the snow will 
furnish enough food to sustain the 
birds until the snow goes off when 
they will be able to secure their owr 
food. Scores of persons have already 
caught the spirit in the effort to pre 
serve the birds and are following the 
appeal of the sportsmen all ovei the 
country. The Fish and Gume Com 
mission has sent out an appeal to 
farmers to assist in the effort to pro- 
vide food for birds during the cold 
weather. Throughout the State this 
body is rendering all the assisUi.ce 
possible toward this end.

512 Quotable For Prime Beeve* On 
vt.rket— Survey Of 
Live Stock Situation 



Chicago, Jan IS, — lanuary live 
stock markets have developed sensa- 
tional features. Eastern demand has 
lieen a stout prop under the price 
list in every department, and feeders 
have injected strength by free pur- 
chasing of thin cattle and sheep, com- 
peting with packers in both markets. 

There are few fat cattle anywhere, 
but Chicago and buyers have been 
active at a period when their move- 
ments are usually slothful. Wat de- 
mand is the factor in the cases of 
cattle and hogs and scarcity the key- 
note In sheep and lambs. 

No prime cattle are available, but 
$12 is quotable, hogs have crawled 
close to $11 and $14 has been paid 
tor lambs. The big packers have lost 
all semblance of market control and 
underlying strength has been indicat- 
ed by frequent strong finishes, which 
is irrefutable evidence that supply is 
not equal to trade needs. 

Heavy cattle have all but disappear 



Margins of |S.S0#l per cwt. on 
fat cattle and the highest January 
market in trade history have stimu- 
lated demand for fleshy steers at un- 
precedented prices when weight is 
considered. At Chicago packers do 
not permit many such cattle to go 
back to the country, but by pitying 
$y@9.2. r > at Missouri river markets 
finishers have secured a considerable 
number. 

The situation is pregnant with pos- 
sibility and unless vicissitude invades 
the fat cattle market lofty prices will 
be paid for feeders during the next 
90 days regardless of the feed bill. 

Condemnation of dairy-bred cows 
for tuberculosis is always severe dur- 
ln the first three months of the year, 
and such cattle are encountering sea- 
sonable discrimination. Desirable 
cows and heifers are selling as high 
as at any time this season, others be- 
ing 10 (a 15c lower than last week.
